On March 12, 2016, the Neighborhood
Health Survey was conducted in the
Highway 20 neighborhood. People who
responded to the survey were 18 years of
age or older and a resident of the
neighborhood. To ensure we reached our
target population, this survey was
administered door to door. The survey
consisted of 94 questions related to various
health concerns.

This document highlights the survey results.
A total of 42 surveys were collected from
the neighborhood. Both males and females
comprised of half of the respondents.
Majority (71.5%) of the respondents lived in
the neighborhood for at least a year.
